The inventions listed as Groups I and II do not relate to a single general inventive 
concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
corresponding special technical feature for the following reasons: the common technical 
feature in all groups is making "three-dimensional structure ". This element cannot be 
special technical feature under PCT rule 13.2 because the element is shown in prior art. 
US Patent no. 5,736, 074 and 6,114,187 teaches a method for forming a three- 
dimensional structure by an inkjet using solder utilizes solidification of solder caused by 
reduction in temperature when the solder is landed out on a substrate.
